PRECEDENT SET 


AS PRESIDENT 
FLIES ATLANTIC

CASABLANCA, French Morocco, Jan. 26.—( AP) 
President Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill, in 
the most unprecedented and momentous meeting of the 
century, have reached “complete agreement” on war 
plans for 1943 designed to bring about the “uncondi- 
tional surrender” of Germany, Italy and Japan, it was 
disclosed today. 

Defying every tradition, the President of the United 
States flew across 5,000 miles of the Atlantic ocean for a 
10-day meeting with Winston Churchill which saw the 
leaders of the two nations bring General Charles de Gaulle 
and General Henri Honore Giraud together for the first 
time in a little villa just outside this city. 

Virtually the entire war staffs of both nations partici- 
pated in day and night discussions which ended Sunday 
afternoon with a press conference before a group of war 
correspondents flown secretly from Allied headquarters 
halfway across North Africa. 


High Points of Conference 
Will Affect Whole World. 


These are the high spots of the conference, which Roose- 
velt and Churchill agreed was unprecedented in history and 
mav decide the fate of the world for generations to come: 


One—The leaders of America and Britain, both military 
and civil, have agreed on a war plan for 1943 designed to 
maintain the initiative in every theater of the war: 


Two—Churchill and Roosevelt agreed that peace can 
come only through “unconditional surrender” of Germany, 
Italy and Japan; 

Three—Generals Giraud and de Gaulle, meeting for the 
first time under sponsorship of the President and prime 
minister, are negotiating for a united French movement 
designed to put French armies, a navy and an air force 
again into the field against the Axis. 

Four—Premier Joseph Stalin, of Russia, was kept in- 
formed of the results of the conferences. In fact, Churchill 
and Roosevelt offered to meet Stalin “very much farther to 
the east,” but the Russian chief was unable to leave the 
U.S. S. R., due to the need of his directing the present Red 
army offensives. 


Generalissimo Promised 
Measures to Assist Him. 


The President and prime minister also have been in 
communication with Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek and 
“have apprised him of the measures which they are taking 
to assist him in China’s magnificent and unrelaxing struggle 
for the common cause.” 

Five—Maximum material aid to Russia and China will 
be one of the prime aims of the U. S. and Britain. 

Six—Roosevelt visited American troops in the field in 
North Africa, the first American President to visit an active 
war theater since Abraham Lincoln. 

The meetings were held in a closely guarded, barbed- 
wire-surrounded inclosure at a hotel in Casablanca under 
the greatest secrecy. 

Prime Minister Churchill arrived for the meeting first. 
When President Roosevelt arrived by plane a few hours 
later, he dispatched Harry Hopkins to the Churchill villa, 
and the prime minister immediately came to start the 
meetings. 


Meets Press on Sunday 


Under Airplane Screen. 


The first meeting began at 7 o'clock in the evening of 
January 14 and lasted until 3 o’clock the next morning. 

President Roosevelt met correspondents in the garden 
of his villa Sunday afternoon. 

Protecting American fighters and Spitfires roared over- 
head as the conference was held. The only woman present 
was WAAC Captain Louise Anderson, of Denver, Colo., a 
stenographer from Lieutenant General Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower’s headquarters. 

Hopkins was among the first to arrive, along with the 
President’s flying son, Lieutenant Colonel Elliott Roosevelt, 
who was wearing the Distinguished Flying Cross recently 
awarded him. : 

While the President’s envoy, Robert Murphy, flitted in 
the background, Generals Giraud and De Gaulle, clad in 
French army uniforms, appeared from the President’s 
quarters. They were closely followed by Roosevelt himself, 
wearing a light gray suit with the usual cigaret holder held 
at a jaunty angle. 

Churchill, in a dark gray suit and with the inevitable 
cigar, followed them to the four chairs in the garden. 

As De Gaulle and Giraud shook hands for the benefit of 
photographers, the President opined that it was a momentous 
moment. Pn, 

Giraud and De Gaulle immediately went back into the 
house and the press conference began. 

The President, on behalf of the prime minister and him- 
self. expressed regret at the death of the Canadian Broad- 
casting Corporation’s war correspondent, Edouard Baudry, 
who was killed by a machinegun bullet when the plane in 
which he was riding with other correspondents en route to 
the meeting was lost over Spanish Morocco and was fired 
upon by Spanish ground defenses. 

The President then went into the background of the 
meeting, saying that it became clear when the North Afri- 
can campaign was launched that a meeting between himself 
and the prime minister would be necessary. 

He said Stalin had been kept advised on all details

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Crisis After Crisis 


Marked by Parleys 
Of These Leaders

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—(AP)—Crises mark the meet- 
ings of President Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill. 
Such momentous developments as the Atlantic Charter and 
the North African invasion follow them. 


Rut the offensive campaigns of 
1942” to be launched as a result 
ef their conference at Casablanca 
promise to be even more sensa- 
tional and far-reaching than the 
developments which ensued from 
their three official meetings 
previously. 

Both men are confirmed break- 
ers of precedent, and both depart- 
ed from tradition when they met 
first as national leaders on the 
decks of the cruiser Augusta off 
the fog-shrouded Newfoundland 
coast August 9, 1941, to map the 
strategy of the United Nations to 
be. 

The stage was the whole world, 
set by the terrifying events of 
that summer as Germany assault- 
ed Russia after devouring western 
Europe and Japan. moved into 
French Indo-China to gain bases 
and materials for still further con- 
quest. 

Four Freedoms. 


We were not yet in the war, but 
Mr. Roosevelt and countless others 
had repeatedly made plain their 
attitude toward the Axis. Against 
the promised “new orders” of Hit- 
ler anc the Japanese, Mr. Roose- 
welt had proposed four freedoms 
for the human race—freedom of 
speech and religion, freedom from 
want and fear. 

So it was that when Mr. Roose- 
velt and Mr. Churchill met in the 
Atiantic they believed the time 
was ripe for a plan, and for a 
declaration. The plan was in- 
creased aid to Russia in her fight 
against the Nazis (with whom 
there was to be no compromise) 
and concerted vigilance against 
the Japanese in East Asia. 

The declaration was the Atlan- 
tic Charter. It was signed in the 
Atlantic and was thus named, but 
in repeated statements later Mr. 
Roosevelt applied its outlines to 
the whole world. 

The prime minister, who had ar- 
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rived on the new battleship Prince 
of Wales, returned to England 
through the submarine-infested 
Atlantic despite reports that Hite 
ler had learned of the meeting 
and had ordered his U-boats to 
sink the Prince of Wales at all 
costs. 

He broadcast to the conquered 


'peoples of Europe: 


| 


“Help is coming. Mighty forces 
are arming in your behalf. Have 
hope. Deliverance is sure.” 

The next Roosevelt - Churchill 
meeting took place in the tense 
atmosphere of wartime Washing- 
ton. The prime minister arrived 
December 22, this time on the 
battleship Duke of York. 

H. M. S. Prince of Wales had 
been sunk with H. M. S. Repulse 
off Malaya by Japanese planes. 

While Mr. Churchill was in 
Washington, Hongkong fell and 
Manila capitulated. Singapore's 
days were numbered, as were 
those of the Dutch empire in the 
lush islands of the South Pacific. 


United Nations Born. 


On New Year’s Day came the 
idea that the two leaders had con- 
ceived. The four largest groups 
of humanity on earth—China, 
Russia, the United Kingdom, and 
the United States of America— 
signed the declaration of the 
United Nations of the world, 
pledging themselves to the defeat 
of Fascist aggression. The next 
day 22 other nations signed the 
declaration. Since then three 
more have added their signatures. 

Mr. Churchill returned to Eng- 
land by air. Reason: Too many 
Nazi submarines in the Atlantic. 


In that long winter the United 
Nations hung on where they 
could while the arsenal of de- 
mocracy gathered speed. 

By June 18 when Mr. Churchill 
again arrived in Washington, this 
time by air, the public was 
gripped with the possible pros- 
pect of a second front. 

But again the circumstances 
savored of a crisis. 
falling back under ae second 
spring offensive by Hitler, and his 
African Corps under General Er- 
win Rommel had driven inside 
the Egyptian border. 

And it happened that during 
this fateful month of June, Nazi 
submarines sank 78 United Na- 
tions vessels—the highest admit- 
ted total for any month. 

The Second Front. 


The White House let it be 
known that speculation on a sec- 
ond front was “perfectly justi- 
fied.” 

Mr. Roosevelt has since describ- 
ed how this meeting mapped the 
largest water-borne invasion in 
history, the joint Anglo-American 
invasion of French North Africa. 

Now again the stage is set. The 
German submarine remains a ter- 
rible, unsolved problem. But Rus- 
sia is rolling back the Nazis. 
American production in ships and 
planes and tanks and guns is roar- 
ing into the highest levels in his- 
tory. Rommel has withdrawn from 
Libya to join forces with the Ger- 
man garrison at Tunis as United 
Nations forces close in. 

Our toehold in East Asia grows 
stronger steadily in the Solomons 
and in New Guinea. 

And so—the fourth Roosevelt- 
Churchill meeting, to agree upon 
“plans and enterprises” for 1943 
to draw “the utmost advantage 
from the markedly favorable turn 
of events at the closeof 1942.”

All Fronts Discussed. 


The President and prime min- 
ister both said the Allies were de- 
termined to maintain the battle 
initiative in every part of the 


world, and said that theater by | 


theater every campaign had been 
discussed. 

This was taken to mean that 
General George C. Marshall, 
chief-of-staff of the U. S. Army; 
General Sir Alan Brooke, chief of 
the Imperial general staff; Ad- 
miral Ernest J. King, commander- 
in-chief of the U. S. Navy, and 
Admiral of the Fleet Sir Dudley 
Pound, along with other generals, 
had mapped invasion plans and 
probably also picked the generals 
for such field commands. : 

The President said the meetings 
in the past 10 days had been un- 
precedented in history, while the 
prime minister chimed in to add 
that they surpassed anything in 
his World War I experience. 

One of the main decisions of the 
conference was to lend all ma- 
terial aid to the Russians, who are 
draining German manpower and 
war materials, the President said, 
and he added that China was to 
get a full measure of help to end 
forever the Japanese attempt to 
dominate the Far East. 


“Unconditional Surrender.” 


The President said “uncondi- 
tional surrender” of Germany, 
Italy, and Japan did not mean 
destruction of the populations but 
destruction of the philosophy of 
these countries based on conquest 
and reigns of terror. 

All resources of the United Na- 
tions have been pooled and wil! 


be administered according to one| 


central plan decided upon at the 
conference, the President said, but 
he gave no hint of when or where 
the military strength of the United 
Nations would smash against the 
Axis. 

The President and prime minis- 
ter stressed the strength of their 
friendship and Churchill said 
nothing had ever come between 
him and the President. 

In speaking of the Allied land- 
ings in North Africa, the prime 
minister, after the President had 
finished the first part of the con- 
ference, said this great enterprise 
had altered the whole strategy of 
the war and given the Allies an 
initiative which they would never 
lose. 

Rommel No Deliverer. 

In discussing the fighting in the 
Middle East, Churchill described 
Marshal Erwin Rommel! as a fugi- 
tive from Egypt who now would 
like to pose as the deliverer of 
Tunisia, but said the Eight Army 
would never let go of him. 

That the 10-day conference had 
developed the long-discussed Al- 
lied master battle plan for the war 
was clear in both the President’s 
and prime minister’s statements. 

Churchill, waving his cigar, de- 
clared that despite the fact that 
there may be some delay at times, 
there is a design and purpose and 
unconquerable will to enforce “un- 
conditional surrender” upon the 
criminals who plunged the world 
into war.

general of the Dublin circuit, as 
state revenue commiussioner. 

The Governor said he 
send Cook's name to the senate 
immediately for confirmation. He 
added he thought Cook “the best 
qualified man in Georgia” for the 
appointment. 

He reiterated his determination 
to do away with the Board of Tax 
Appeals in favor of a state tax and 
finance commission. The present 
board. he said he had been in 
formed, had never ruled in favor 
of the state. 

Pending legislation would vest 
in district courts the power of ad- 
justing tax assessments on appeals 
from taxpayers. 

In opposition to recommenda- 
tions of James V. Carmichael, ex- 
ecutive agent of the Tax Depart- 
ment, to effect economies of $150,- 
000 a year in the department, Jack 
Forrester resigned as revenue 
commissioner Monday. Meanwhile, 
Carmichael held charge of the 
commission pending confirmation 
of Cook's appointment. 

The new revenue commissioner 
resigned a practically new term 
as solicitor general to accept the 
Governor's offer. 

It is hard to persuade a man 
like Mr. Cook to give up an elec 
tive office just heip me give 
the people of Georgia a good ad 
ministration.” the Governor said.

Bill To Extend 
Lend-Lease Act 
Offered House 


Move Made To Assure 
Flow of Materials 


To Allies. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—(4)— 
A measure to extend the life of 
the lend-lease act another year— 
until June 30, 1944—was intro- 
duced today by Chairman Bloom, 
Democrat. New York, of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, in a 
move to assure an uninterrupted 
fiow of war materials between this 
nation and its Allies. 

Two vears ago the special grant 
of administrative powers provoked 


one of the greatest battles in con-| 


gressional history. This time it ap- 
peared headed for close scrutiny 
by the house and senate, but al- 
most certain approval. 

House Minority Leader Martin 
told reporters he believed there 
would be little opposition 

“The congress will want an ac- 
counting as to what has been done 
under the lend-lease authority,” 
the Massachusetts representative 
said. “But this is a war measure, 
and I don't think that there is any 
general disposition to oppose it 
now.” 

Bloom declared: 

“The tools of war are needed 
by the United Nations just as 
much to achieve victory as to 
avert defeat. 

“The principles of lend-lease 
were sound in 1941 and 1942 when 
we were fighting a defensive 
struggie on which the fate of the 
world depended. ‘They are even 
sounder at a time when the United 
Nations are on the march to vic- 
tory.” 

“Bloom said he was initiating his 
move now, nearly five months be- 
fore the present authority expires, 
because “in our war planning, we 
cannot wait until the last mo- 
ment.” 

He introduced the measure just 
mn day after Lend-lease Adminis- 
trator Edward R. Stettinius Jr. 
Bubmitted to congress a_ report 
showing distribution of aid to Al- 
lied nations amounted to $8,253.,- 
000.000 from March 11, 1941, to 
the end of 1942. 

Bloom said he would begin 
hearings on his measure Friday, 
with Lend-lease Administrator 
Stettinius as the first witness.

Writing of the French national anthem, La 
Marseillaise, Carlyle described it as “the lucki- 
est musical composition ever promulgated, the 
sound of which will make the blood tingle in 
men’s veins; and whole armies and assemblages 
will sing it, with eyes weeping and burning, 
with hearts defiant of Death, Despot and 
Devil.” 

It was the people of Marseille, that great 
Mediterranean port, who first adopted the 
revolutionary song, after it had been composed 
in April, 1792, in Strassburg. It was the 
marching clubs of Marseille that carried the 
song all over France. It provided the rallying 
song for the French Revolution, 

“It was the fire-water of the Revolution, 
which instilled into the senses_and the Soul 
of the people the intoxication of battle,” wrote 
Lamartine. 

Today, with the whole of European France 
prostrate under the heel of a brutal conqueror, 
the people of Marseille are gain in revolt. 
They are fighting the German troops of occu- 
pation, from house to house. They have brought 
from hiding places the guns and the weapons 
they had hidden for the day when hope of 
freedom shall again dawn. 

That Marseille revolt will probably be put 
down. The Germans are too strong, too power- 
ful. They hold the equipment. But millions of 
French hearts, all over the world, must be 
singing today the thrilling music of La Mar- 
seillaise. That national anthem has been pro- 
scribed in France under German control, it 
has not been sung by lips for nearly three sad 
years. 4 

In the hearts of true Frenchmen, every- 
where, the song will forever live, to awaken 
lovers of freedom, to make their “hearts de- 
fiant of Death, Despot and the Devil.” 

Will it be, out of this uprising of the people 
of Marseilles, there shall again come the spark 
of defiant patriotism that shall lift France out 
of the slough of defeatism and division and 
place her again among the society of free 
peoples? 


What!’ shall these foreign cohorts 
Make the law in our homes... 
Tremble, ve tyrants and traitors ... 


The day of glory now is here ; 
To arms, citizens, form your battaltons,

Lease-Lend Approval 

The attitude of the voters of the United 
States familiar with the lease-lend program 
should ease the fear of many that isolationist 
congressmen will try to make political capital 
of the operations in the coming debate on re- 
newal of the legislation. 

With 82 per cent of informed voters ap- 
proving, there can be but little doubt the pro- 
gram will be continued, despite the petty snip- 
ing that has been directed at it in the past 
few weeks by “independent-minded” congress- 
men.

The state senate, in executive session on 
Monday, quickly confirmed the entire list.

The Clayton Tribune, published at the 
county seat of Rabun county, has produced a 
special edition, with 16 pages devoted exclusive- 
ly to the subject of hot lunches for the children 
in the schools of the county. 

It appears that, with the aid of the Works 
Project Administration, these hot lunchés have 
been provided for all the school children of 
the county. A good, hot meal, nutritious and 
health building, is provided for each child at a 
cost of only five cents. 

The health of the children, it is asserted, 
has improved wonderfully. Many of the schools 
have erected special buildings to house the 
lunchroom and kitchen. 

Now, however, with the passing of the WPA, 
the hot lunches may have to be abandoned 
and, judging from the communications, pic- 
tures, cartoons and editorials in The Clayton 
Tribune, the people of the county are seriously 
disturbed. 

They are demanding that, through co- 
operation of the federal, state and county 
governments with the local school communi- 
ties, some means for continuance of these hot 
lunches be worked out. 

The cause of the people of Rabun is im- 
portant. There is nothing more vital to the 
wellbeing of the nation than the health of her 
children, And it does not require much intro- 
spection to know that the difference between 
a warm, nutritious meal and the cold food that

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
NERVOUS NAZIS WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Signs of in- 


creasing nervousness on the part of the 
Hitlerite regime are seen in the action of the Nazi propaganda 
machine in revealing to the German people a truer picture of what 
is going on in Russia. 

It was only a few weeks ago that the Goeb- 
bels ministry was jamming Allied short-wave 
broadcasts to Europe to prevent the German 
people from being informed on the Russian 
offensive. None of the spectacular gains reg- 
istered by the Red army in its new winter 
drive was admitted. 

Such references as were made to German 
reverses were veiled in misleading commu- 
niques. It was made to appear that the Nazis 
were falling back in only a few places—all 
in accordance with a preconceived plan. 

But in the past few days a revolutionary 
change has taken place in the policy of the 
Goebbels propaganda ministry. For the first 
time since the war started the German people 
are being given bad news by their govern- 
ment. Even the high command has admitted 
that the Russians have, “broken through” the 
encircled Nazi troops at Stalingrad and that 


the Soviet has “started to break through” on the “entire southern 


sector of the eastern front.” | 
These are the frankest admissions yet made by Berlin of their 
serious reverses in Russia. The people have been held out little 


hope of relieving the German army at Stalingrad. 


ADMIT CRITICAL STATE Hitler’s own Nazi newspaper, 
t 


he Voelkischer Beobachter, has 
been among those to admit the critical character of the situation 
on the eastern front. In the past the German press and the radio 
has glossed over every Nazi setback. It was impossible to ignore 
altogether the rout of Rommel by the British in Africa, but even 
that disastrous defeat was not passed on to the German people in 
its true colors. Such classical term as “detaching itself from the 
enemy” and “mobile warfare” were used to describe retreats. An 
encircled German force was called “hedgehogs” by way of de- 
ception, | 
But as evidence of the new change that has come over Berlin, 
the Germans readily admitted the loss of Tripoli when the British 
chased Rommel out of that last Italian stronghold in Africa. | 
It is all very interesting, though its meaning is not yet quite 
clear. The most plausible explanation offered of the change in 
policy so far is the effectiveness of the British and American short- 
wave broadcasts. Every time the Nazis have lied about some im- 
portant war development we have seen to it that the true facts 
were beamed into Germany often enough to reach the rank and 
file of the population. 


POLICY OF HONESTY By contrast our propaganda program 


has been founded on a policy of strict 
honesty. That goes doubly so for the British. We never minimize 
the effect of a defeat or exaggerate the scope of a victory. The 
British-American aim is to give the German people the same in- 
formation about war developments that our own people get. 

It may well be, therefore, that that sort of an honest policy is 
beginning to pay dividends. Finding themselves losing the con- 
fidence of their own people, the Nazis may have been forced to 
change their methods. 

Neutral sources for some time have reported the growing dis- 
trust that is said to be going on in Germany over the claims and 
statements of Nazi officials. _ British broadcasts are said to be 
given a higher rating of honesty even by the Germans, who con- 
tinually risk the death penalty to listen in. It is their only way 
of penetrating the close veil of Nazi censorship. 

With all that may be said against 


KNOW HITLER LIES 
them, the.German people, of course, 


are an intelligent lot, and the only wonder of it is that they have 
put up with the Nazi lies and censorship as long as they have. 
They well know now, for example, that Hitler was lying when he 
solemnly assured them in the fall of 1941 that the Russian army 
and air force had been destroyed as a further fighting unit. 

They know now, also, that his. promised capture of Stalingrad 
was a fake and a fraud. The various promises of final and com- 
plete victory he has made in the past must sound shallow and mock- 
ing now that we and the British are on the threshold of launching 
an all-out assault on his European bastion, 

After the earlier Nazi boasts that no German city would he 
bombed, the people of Berlin must be a little wary of the assur- 
ances of their warlords, in view of the latest British bomber raid. 
They know, too, what has happened to Cologne, to Essen, Frank- 
furt, Bremen and Hamburg. Most of these cities have been re- 
duced to rubble by the 1,000-plane raids the British conducted 
last year. 


PREPARING FOR WORSE Now that the Russians are defi- 


nitely on the march, the Nazis 
probably deemed it wise to let the people in on what was going 
on, in order to prepare them for more if the worst comes to worse. 
There is no deceiving the fact that the new propaganda policy 
betrays a growing nervousness inside the Reich. Gone is the cocki- 
ness and the bravado that characterized all of Hitler’s earlier utter- 
ances, wherein he relayed to the people nothing save grandiose 
plans of victory. 
The fact that he is now changing his tactics is evidence enough 
he is losing something of his own confidence.

LITTLE, MEAN MINDS I got a letter the other day from 
some mean little mind, which is 


stewing in its own unpleasant juice of hates. 

It was a carbon copy. Quite obviously many coples had been 

made. One could picture the writer and the sender of that letter 
gloating over the childish little hates in it. It 
read like an angry child shouting, all red in 
the face. 

The letter said that this country was going 
on short rations so that the English could 
be fed. 

It was the old pattern. It so happens we 
are sending England much of what she eats. 
We are sending more to Russia and as much to 
China. We shall keep on doing so. They are 
not eating as well as we. 

And won't be eating as well next year when 
we get less than we now are getting. 

I cannot imagine an American protesting 
over reduction in food amounts and varieties 
when that American Knows that food is fight- 
ing on foreign fields as well as our men. 

There are persons who hate England with 
an unreasoning, ridiculous hatred. There is 
no use being unreasoning about anything. Most 

of the haters do not realize how their psychopathic needs show in 
these letters. 

I take some of them to a friend, who is a psychiatrist, for 
examination. He tells me that the writing of these letters is, with 
some persons, a great emotional experience. They breathe heavily 
as they write; they shake with their emotion of hatred, they 
grimace and their eyes glitter. 

I am writing, of course, of that list of writers which obviously 
fit into the crackpot fringe. 

I am sorry to discuss such persons and such letters because I 
want to tell about some others before this is done. 

But Secretary Wickard has said that we likely will have more 
severe rationing next year. 

When the rationing system begins next month, I hope all of 
us will take it in good spirits. There will.be confusion at first. 
There will be misunderstandings. One won't be able to get all of 
what one wants. 

But there will be plenty.

He had one line in there that fits this talk of rationing: 

“Today we were thankful that we had so much to be thankful 
for, and for the knowledge that back home they are eating the 
things we, too, used to enjoy.” 

They get me—the men with our Army and Navy and Marines— 
always thinking of the people back home. 

Our men in the tropics—and in Africa—are living on what fresh 
foods can be had where they are—and out of cans. The men who 
fight for us are getting canned food. One of them wrote, also from 
Africa: 

“After seeing the piles of tin cans one can understand why you 
folks at home can’t get anything in cans.” 

Lieutenant Phillips sent along a copy of the little daily news- 
paper. (He was a member of the journalistic fraternity, Sigma 
Delta Chi.) Some of it was scissored out, notably the name of the 
town in French Morocco where it was published. 

The illustration was a turkey. And such a turkey. The head 
was formed of a “C” ration can, from which was drawn a bill and 
neck, to connect with a “K” ration can which made up the body. 
From it were drawn wings and feet. 

A “C” ration consists of a meat hash, 
candy, coffee concentrate and hard crackers. It is good for one 
“filling” meal. I have eaten such a can of food at one of the 
factories producing them. Heated, they would be much more appe- 
tizing. Cold, thev would not look so good. 

The “K” ration consists of dehydrated foods, four cigarets, 
stick of gum, and coffee concentrate. 


ARMY RATIONS The only “local news” in the paper was a 
short paragraph written by the editor 
with said editor’s tongue in his cheek: 

“This morning there is little home news, but there is no doubt 
everyone there will enjoy a turkey dinner with all the fixing’s as 
usual.

When the Mohammedans tried to win Europe for their religion, 
their instruments of persuasion were fire and the sword. 

When the Spaniards invaded America, their chief concerns were 
to find gold and convert the savages. They came with a Bible in 
one hand and a sword tn the other, Thev robbed and enslaved the 
Indians and tortured and whipped them and -ravished their 
women. They were sincere and pious men, with a simple faith in 
prayer, and they often asked God's help in their butcheries. 

Mankind has improved in a few centuries, and brutalities are 
no longer practiced in the name of religion; but greed still silences 
man’s conscience, and the most ardent religionists may be heartless 
and cruel in pursuit of a profit. 

In every land where the poor are ignorant and helpless, they 
are exploited and robbed by a superior class that keeps them in 
subjection. They are enslaved by usurers; they are charged more 
than the usual price for things they must buy; they are paid starva- 
tion wages, and somehow cheated of the fruits of their labor. Their 
superiors live in clover at their expense. 

We are not discussing social justice, but religionists. The 
majority of the superior class are pious people—not oily hypoe 
crites, but sincere and righteous moralists who hate vice and wicke 
edness. Yet they see no evil in exploiting the helpless. 

A pious man can sit at table with his family and say a beautiful 
prayer for God’s blessing, though the food on the table was ob- 
tained by tricking the poor and ignorant. 

A simple young man was cheated by his pious employer, whom 
he respected and trusted. The employer talked him into paying 
$500 for an article not worth $100. This was equivalent to theft, 
yet the employer felt no guilt, for the young man had “paid” the 
money willingly. ‘The most tender conscience sees no wrong in 
robbery if it is called a sale. 

Greed is the meanest of all sins. Others may hurt nobody ex- 
cept the sinner, but greed fattens itself by cheating the poor and 
simple and helpless. 

It may be argued that every smart man is entitled to all he can 
get lawfully. That rule is justified by a dog-eat-dog philosophy. 
But it makes a mockery of religion, for no religion is responsible 
unless it makes man decent to man. 

There are people in many lands who hate and despise religion 
because of the heartless greed of religionists. Preaching to them 
is a waste of breath. They will believe in religion when it makes 
the religious too kind and just to exploit them.

Last year (12-31-42) 
mented on the observation that 
102.85 per 1,000 men in Vermont 
and only 2.90 per 1,000 men in Ar- 
kansas were rejected because of 
bad teeth in the 1918 draft.

By Dr. William Brady.

Main reason why apparent or 
actual differences in the condi- 
tion of the teeth in differnt sec- 
tions of the country of different 
classes of people cannot be ac- 
counted for is that no one knows 
why teeth decay. No one knows 
the cause of dental caries, cavity 


| formation. 


In view of our ignorance of the 
nature and cause, and hence of 
the prevention of caries, tooth de- 


cay, cavity formation, various the- 
ories are advanced. First, the old 
familiar one attributing decay pri- 
marily to erosion of the enamel 
by acids formed from fermenta- 
tion of sugar or starch in parti- 
cles of food clinging to the teeth. 
This theory fails to explain why 
the groups of people mentioned 
do not have at least as much 
as do people who 
brush their teeth regularly. Re- 
gardiess of the diet, particles of 
food (including sugar and starch) 
cling to unbrushed teeth and are 
constantly exposed to lactic fer- 
mentation with acid formation, 
because the lactic bacilli are uni- 
versally present in milk and in 
the human gastrointestinal tract. 


Newer knowledge of nutrition 
makes the other theory more ac- 


_ceptable—the theory that the teeth 


decay because the intake of essen- 
tial elements for the building, 
growth and repair of teeth are de- 
ficient in the diet—particularly 
calcium, phosphorus, vitaman D, 
vitamin A and vitamin C,

Ty Cobb, greatest competitor the game of base- 
ball has ever known, was the last to yell “uncle” or “calf 
rope’ in his heyday. He didn’t know what it was to quit. 
He'd fight without the drop of a hat and he wouldn’t stop 
intil he either triumphed or utter exhaustion called a halt. 
And yet, almost a year ago to the day, Ty Cobb, inter- 
viewed on a trip east, said he doubted baseball could sur- 
vive the season of 1942. Ty Cobb said that—the last man 
who, as an athlete, would ever think of giving up or quit- 
ting. He foresaw an early end to the game. 


(The 1942 baseball season‘ was an outstanding 
success. And in attracting record crowds, the great 
national pastime contributed handsomely to Army, 
Navy and Red Cross relief funds.) 


Justa day ago, Babe Ruth, who is on a tour in behalf 
of the sale of war bonds, predicted the 1943 season will not 
survive. And he doubted that the training at home pro- 
gram Would prove other thdn injurious for the players. 

Ruth, of course, left records for long-distance hitting 
that probably will remain unequalled in baseball history. 
He was the sort of competitor who, when taunted, might 
point to yon distant center field fence and hit the next 
pitch beyond it. 


Had anyone told Babe Ruth baseball wouldn't 
survive—when Babe Ruth was playing—or had told 
Ty Cobb baseball was on the way out—when Ty 
Cobb was playing—there would have been a hell of 
a fight. 


Cobb came back from the last war (without missing a 
season) and played some 10 more years. Ruth played 
through the last war and went on to become the game’s 
greatest home run hitter. 

I suppose thuse of us who are still highly interested 
in baseball can be excused for challenging these great 
immortals of the game for giving up so easily today. 

It would have meant almost as much as anyone's life 
to write their careers off during the last world madness.

published yesterday, the OPA has 
announced that a limit of five cans of commercially processed 
fruits and vegetables per person will be the maximum allowed 
without penalty when point rationing begins a few weeks hence. 

The announcement made from Washington yesterday afternoon 
showed a drastic reduction over the former supposed allowance 
of from eight to ten cans per person. 

When rationing begins, point stamps will be deducted for all 

cans in excess of five per person, at the rate of one eight-point 
stamp for each excess can, the announcement continued. 
If there are not enough eight-point stamps in a family’s books to 
cover the penalties, the declaration clerk will make a note of that 
fact on the covers of the books and the additional stamps will be 
taken from future ration books, it was said. 

Since the eight-point stamps represent one- -half the total nume- 
ber of points in the books, the maximum penalty 
would amount to one-half the total ration. 

In counting cans for the declaration which is 
required by law, OPA said that cans containing less 
than eight ounces would. not be included. This 
primarily excludes small c&ns of baby foods which 
are to be rationed under the program. 

It was pointed out that after rationing begins, 
all sizes of cans will have to be purchased with point stamps even 
though they do not have to be declared at the beginning of the 


program.

New Bookkeeping for Banks; 


Talk in Terms of Pounds 


The war does strange things to businesses and professions, not 
the least of which is the new kind of business in which banks and 
bookkeepers now find themselves engaged. There was a time when 
bankers talked in terms of dollars and cents exclusively, but no 
more. Now they will talk about pounds and gallons, and they will 
keep books in those terms, as well. 

This strange new kind of bookkeeping arises from ration bank- 
ing. a new system whereby dealers in coffee, sugar and gasoline 
will deposit the ration coupons they receive from their customers 
and draw checks on these ration accounts when they go to re- 
plenish their stocks. 

Under the ration banking regulations all intermediate and li- 
censed distributors of gasoline must open 
ration bank accounts. Retailers may not open 
such accounts. 

For sugar and coffee handlers, the regu- 
lations require that all wholesalers and job- 
bers, and retailers who did in total food sales 
during the month of December, 1942, as 
much as $5,000 business, or retailers oper- 

ating two or more stores, an@ all coffee roasters, must open ac- 
counts. Small retailers also may open ration accounts if they desire. 

They will bank ration coupons, rationing certificates and ration 
checks in such accounts, beginning today. 

According to Thomas Miller, regional OPA ration banking ex- 
pert, the regulations require that ration accounts must be carried 
at the same bank as the regular money account. If a firm has 
accounts at more than one bank, any one may be chosen for the 
coupon account, but only one account for each rationed commodity 
may be carried. 

Firms which maintain no bank account may choose any bank 
they desire, Miller said.

The banks themselves will be reimbursed 
by OPA.
